Tort Wayne's water supply is again 


threatened and nothing but the 
strictest'economy will ward off a 
water famine, This is the substance 
of a statement made by Mayor Berg- 
hoff today, when the waterworks 
office reported that the water in the 
reservoir was five and one-half feet 
balow the normal point this morn- 
ing and four and one-half feet below 
yesterday morning's level. At mid- 
night the water had fallen fourteen 
feet and during the morning hours 
failed to rise to a normal point. 
Mayor Berghoff was present at roll 
call at the police station last night 
and gave orders to the policemen to 
see that water was not used for 


sprinkling lawns, except at $uch 
hours as are permitted. The mayor 
believes that the shortage is due to 
people opening their hydrants dur- 
ing the night in order that they may 
have cool water. Unless the supply 
is husbanded, he said, the reservoir 
valve may have to be closed and di- 
rect pressure used, in order to save 
the reservoir walls, which will crum- 
ble when the water readies the dan- 
ger point. 


Th§ air lift plant at the north side 


station is furnishing a million gal- 
lons less per day than was furnished 
last year and it may be necessary to 
install a plant at the west side sta- 
tion. 


NAVAL HISTORY SLURS SCHLEY 


Text Book at Academy Abuses the Hero 


Santiago— Long Orders It Expunged 


—General Agnus Aroused.

Washington, July 19.—The secre- 


taiy of the navy lias decided that the 
third volume of Haclay's history of 
the Spanish-American war shall not 
be used as a textbook at the naval 
academy unless the obnoxious lan- 
guage it contains in characterizing: 
the action of Bear Admiral Schley is 
eliminated. 
The secretary says that 


at wuld be manifestly improper to 
have a history containing such in- 
temperate language used as a text- 
book for the cadets. He will inform 
botli Commander .Wainrarright, who 
is in command of the naval academy 
and Mr, Maclay, the author of the 
history, of his decision, 
In this con- 


nection the secretary says tHat the 
proofs of the entire volume were not 
submitted to him by the historian. 
He received only the proofs of the 
third chapter, that relating to the 
mobilization of the fleets, which con- 
tained a summary of the orders which 
he, as secretary of the navy, had is- 
sued in making the naval prepara- 
tions for the war. 
That chapter was 


satisfactory and he returned it to Mr. 
Maclay with an indication of his ap- 
proval. 
H6 says he never saw the 


account of the battle of Santiago and 
the criticisms of Bear Admiral Schley 
until after the book was published. 
Mr. Maclay was appointed to Ms 
present position in the Hew York 
navy yard August £3, 1900, having 
been transferred from the lighthouse 
serdce.

He received only the proofs of the 
third chapter, that relating to the 
mobilization of the fleets, -which con- 
tained a summary of the orders which 
he, as secretary of the navy, had is- 
sued in making the naval prepara- 
tions for the war. 
That chapter was 


satisfactory and he returned it to Mr. 
Maclay with an indication of his ap- 
proval. 
He says he never saw the 


account of the battle o£ Santiago and 
the criticisms of Bear 'Admiral Schley 
until after the book was published. 
Mr. Maclay was appointed to his 
present position in the Now York 
navy yard August 23, 1900, having 
been transferred from the lighthouse 
service.

yesterday afternoon by the capsizing 
of the ynwl-rigged yacht Venitzia, of 
Philadelphia, at a point five miles 
east of Sands Point, near the New 
York aud Connecticut line.

another daughter of 


the owner of tho yacht, 
and 
the 


steward, James Stan-bridge, of New 
York, were rescued by the tug Ger- 
trude after clinging for two hours to 
;he bottom of the capsized boat. 


Tlie yacht left Delaware City Mon- 


day morning, bound for 
Newport. 


Yesterday morning it started from 
Thomp.sonville, S. I., tho intention 
being to put into Black Rock, Conn., 
ast night and take on board Mrs. 
Spraiikle's husband, 
who was ex- 


icctcd there. 


According 
to the story 
of the 


steward, the accident happened be- 
tween 3 and 3:30 in the afternoon. 
The sky was very squally and the 
steward says he heard Mr. Colbum 
say to Captain Flint that it would 
bo well to take in some of the light 
sails, but that the captain replied 
.hat the boat would stand all the 
•wind that wns coming. She then had 
on her light sails, 
including jibs, 


staysail and topsail. 


Steward Stanbridgc says he was in 


the galley preparing supper, when 
.e heard an unusual fluttering of the 
jibs and 'fell- the boat keel over. 2Ie 
rushed on deck and was about mid- 
ships when the boat capsized. When 
he found himself in the water he at- 
:empted to grasp 
ono of the sails 


which lay on the water, but found 
that it was sinking, 
and he then 


swam for the yawl's tender, which 
was bottom up. As he was support- 
ing himself at one end of the 'boat 
Mrs. Sprankle, 
who is an expert 


swimmer, caught, hold of the other 
end aud they balanced 
themselves
